RESPONSE TO ELECTION/RESTRICTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 121 and372 

This is in response to the office communication mailed on April 24, 2002 (Paper No. 7), 
requiring the applicant to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

REMARKS 

The office restricted the invention into six groups Group I (claims 15-30, and 40-42), 
Group II (claims 31-39, 43, and 52-58), Group III (claims 44, 59, and 69), Group IV (claims 45- 
58, and 60), Group V (claims 61-67), and Group VI (claim 68). 

The applicant elects Group IV (claims 45-58, and 60), drawn to a method of sorting equid 
sperm by sex characteristics for examination in this initial application. The applicant's acceptance 
of this restriction of the application is made as an administrative expedient and is not to be 
interpreted as in any way limiting the true scope of the claims as initially presented. The applicant 
does not waive any right to have the remaining claims examined as part of a division, 
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continuation, or similar application without limitation of the breadth of the claims as originally 
recited. 

CONCLUSION 

The Applicant elects without prejudice and respectfully requests examination of Group IV 
which includes (claims 45-58, and 60), without traverse.
